In the discngsion of the paper, all the 
speakers indorsed the views of Dr. Flint, 
and gave signal instances in illustration 
from their own practice. Dr. Georffn 
L. Peabedy wished to emphasise the fact 
strongly, that the disease might con- 
tinue indefinite without causing seriom 
trouble in those whose condition in life 
was such that no stress was laid on any 
particular organ by their mode of liv- 
ing, and who could" have all necessary 
care. Dr. Edward G. Janeway men- 
tioned three cases in which the diseaso 
had lasted in one case five years, in the 
second eleven, in thc third sewn!. 
When the last ease came under his 
charge, five vears ago, the prospect was 
very dark, but the patient had now, to 
a great extent, recovered. Dr. C. S. 
Wood gave the case of one sixty years 
old, who was apparently now as well as 
ever, though he had the disease at least 
four years. Dr. Quackenboss spoke of 
one, perfectly well now, who, when he 
first saw her, ten years ago, was so 
bloated that she looked like a piece of 
wax.-ro.rfA s Companion.
